Oranges,  v/ith  the  ceiling  price  upped  this  norning,  lemons  (higher, 
and  sca-rce  aaid  high  avocados ,  plus  a  few  persimmons  end  wp  the  display  of 
fruits.

The  meat  supx^ly  just  von't  neeti    Last  vjeek' s  total  salalDle  livestock 
receipts  on  tlie  South  San.  Francisco  wholesale  market  v/ere  slightly  heavier  than 
for  the  previous  v;eek,     OonsicleraDl"  moi-e  cattle  and  calves  v/ere  received  and 
ahout  an  ec[ual  numher  of  hogs,  hut  rou^^hlv  41  x-e^cent  fev/er  sheep, 

Prom  the  ahove  picture  of  the  livestock  market,  i/e  find  that  "oeef 
coiitinued  in  very  light  supply  last  v/eek,  v:ith  a  large  percentage  of  co\i  and 
heifer  "beef.    The  supplies  of  veal  were  the  lowest  to  date,    l/hat  veal  did  come 
from  comitry  slaughterers  had  a  wide  q_u.ality  range.    A  fairly  normal  lamh 
slaughter,  in  a  narrov;  range  of  G-ood  and  Choice  quality,  could  not  coripete  v;ith 
the  hroad  demsnd.    Offerings  of  fresh  -pork  v/ere  very  scant,  while  there  v/as 
practically  no  smoked  meat,  ham,   Dacon,  or  pork  sausage,

As  Gg.^^  production  continues  to  taper  off  and  top  quality  eggs  oocome 
more  scarce,  storage  eggs  are  put  to  greater  use,     '.fnolosale  prices  are  the 
same  as  for  l?.st  week* 

The  scarcity  of  rod  meats  has  stimulated  the  demand  for  poultry, 
IvTaolesalo  paying  prices  on  live  poultry  hit  a  now  high  last  v;eek  v/ith  yomig 
hen  turke^rs  making  the  greatest  gain  of  8  to  S-^t  cents  per  i)ound  on  live  v/eiglit 
and  5  to  6  cents  per  pound  on  dressed  weight.    Young  live  tom  turkeys  fell  into 
line,  too,  aaid  v;ent  up       to  3  cents  ;r)or  povjid  on  live  v/oight  and  1  to  2  cents 
on  dressed  weight.    Turkey  supplies  continue  to  "become  heavier  as  grov/ers  take 
advantage  of  the  higher  paying  prices.    All  othor  classes  of  poultry  reriained 
unchanged  in  price  on  live  v/eight,   out  dressed  "broilers  and  fryers  are  up  2  to 
3  cents  per  pound  from  a  week  ago,  roasters  1  to  2  cents,  small  leghorn  fowl 
1  cent,  and  all  weights  of  colored  fowl  are  up  2  cents  per  po"j.nd.

Thompson  Seedless,  Muscat,  Ri"bier,  and  O^okay  grape s »    More  and  more  apples 
are  coming  in  from  ¥atsonville,  as  well  as  from  the  mountainous    and  foothill 
areas  of  ^Jldorado,  Mendocino,  Butte,  Tuolumne,  and  Tulare  counties, 

l/atermelons  at  a  low  price  make  a  good  "buy,  "but  housev/ives  should  pay 
particular  attention  to  quality.    At  this  time  in  the  season,  there  are  some 
good  melons  and  some  not  so  good.    Choose  a  "bright  colored,  well-shaped  melon. 

Persian  melons  are  fairly  plentiful,  of  good  quality,  and  slightly 

higher. 

Practically  all  the  Bartlett  pears  now  on  the  market  are  from  storage* 
A  few  cranherries .  persimmons  and  pome granates  are  arriving,  "but  the 
supply  of  citrus  fruits  is  still  scant.    There  wonH  "be  much  change  until  Havel 
oranges  "begin  to  arrive  in  a"bout  six  weeks. 

Celery,  low  priced,  onions,  particularly  the  yellow  onions,  peppers 
and  potatoes  are  the  "best  vegetaT^le  "buys.    Sv;eet  potatoes,  with  emphasis  on 
the  Puerto  Hi  cm  type,  are  the  next  "best  "buy,  while  snap  "beans  of  "better 
quality,  cab;bs^,  cauliflower,  eggplant .  lettuce ,  and  squash  are  all  fair  buys 
this  week.

In  terms  of  slaughter  and  meat  rvaala"ble  in  trade  channels,  the  "balance 
was  not  so  evenly  hit.    On  one  side  v;as  an  a"bove -average  slaughter  of  Iczib  ?jid 
mutton    cjid  on  the  other  a  very  lev;  hog  slaughter---    The  lilDersil  lamb  slaugliter 
was  in  "broad  demand  and  rcnged  in  G-ood  rnd  Choice  quality,  v/hile  a  little  more 
of  Commercial  rnd  L^'tility  grade  shov;ed  up  in  the  mutton  suiDply.    The  scrn.t 
supplies  of  fresh  pork  —  less  than  ten  percent  of  normal  —  v/ere  readily 
taken,  viiile  practically  no  smoked  meats  were  to  Tdo  had*.  A  slightly  "better 
"beef  slaughter  moved  quickly  and  rriiged  in  quality  from  Commercial  to  G-ood, 
v/ith  very  little  Choice  grade  a.vaila.blc.    Very  limited  offerings  of  vea.l  v;cre 
of  Commercial  to  Good  qurJLity  and  in  "big  demand. 

Butter  prices  are  at  a  nev;  all-time  high,  and  aj*o  up  /  cents  per  pound 
on  G-rade  A  (92  score)  from  a  week  ago.    Demand  for  "butter  has  "been  greater 
"because  of  the  shortage  of  margarine  and  cooking  fats  and  oils.    However,  last 
week  consumers  shov;ed  some  resistance  to  high  prices. 

'ifxiile  local  egg  production  continued  to  taper  off  last  week,  there 
v/ere  more  mediuxi  sized  and  lower  qur.lity  eggs  availa"ble  as  the  result  of 
shipments  from  other  states »    ^'/holesale  prices  on  all  grades  ajre  the  srjne  as  a 
week  ago. 

Po^oltry  is  in  less  demand  than  a  week  ago,  v/ith  wholesale  prices  down 

2  to  3  cents  per  pomid  on  "both  live  and  dressed  "broilers,  fryers  ajid  roasters. 

Colored  hens  arc  up  1  cent  per  pound  on  live  v/cight,  v/hile  young  dressed  turkey 

hens  ajre  2  cents  per  pound  higher  and  young  dressed  torn  turkeys  are  up  1  cent

v/inter  iiears  —  Cornice  and  D'Anjou  —  are  beginning  to  come  to  market. 
Along  v;ith  'persimmons  md  pomegranates,  they  end  up  the  possible  fruit  basket 
choices . 

Potatoes  ajid  onions  head  the  list  of  best  vegetable  buys.    Lucky  v/e  are 
that  they  do  —  there  ctq  so  many  wr.ys  to  prepare  and  use  both  of  them.  Sui^plies 
are  plentiful  rjid  prices  reasonable.    Celery  of  good  qurlity  raid  the  srme  yrlcQ 
a.s  last  V7cek  is  another  excellent  buy. 

IToxt  in  order  of  qurJ-ity  raid  p)rice  piid  fair  buys  are  cabbage.  cauliilov;er. 
lettuce ,  Bell  -pep-ers.  sv/eet  potatoes  (Puerto  Hicrji  and  Jersey  types),  and

San  Prancisco's  \vholesale 
market  saw  Grade  A  (92-score)  go  up  another  cent  on  Monday  to  make  it  90  cents 
per  }pound,    Despite  the  high  prices  and  consumer  resistance,  demand  is  fairly 
good  "because  with  the  dearth  of  margarine  and  cooking  fats  and  oils,  considers

?here  vrere  fev/er  eggs  received  on  the  v/holesaJ-e  market  last  v/esk,   out  with 
export  shipment  practically  at  a  standstill,  supplies  v/ere  heavier*    Since  a 
v/eek  ago,  G-rade  "A"  Small  eggs  have  t alien  a  3~cent  per  dozen  iDrico  drop,  wiiile 
G-rade  "2"  Large  eggs  have  experienced  a  5-cent  drop  —  the  "biggest  "breal:  in 
prices  this  season.  Some  consiimer  resistance  to  high  iDrices  is  "being  shovm, 

Fairly  light  supplies  of  poultry  are  in  less  demand  than  a  week  agOe  3ut 
even  so,  "broilers  ai-e  the  only  class  which  have  dropped  —  1  cent  per  pomid» 
Both  live  and  dressed  heavy  Leghorn  hens  are  up  1  cent  per  pound;  all  v/eights  o 
colored  hens  are  4  cents  ^per  pound  higher;  ducks  are  1  to  2  cents  per  poujid 
higher;  and  domestic  ra'bljits  are  selling  4  cents  per  pound  higher  alive  an 6.  3 
to  5  cents  higher  dressed. 

Only  a  small  fraction  more  salalDle  livestock  v/as  received  on  the  South 
Saji  Francisco  v;holesale  market  last  v/eok  than  for  the  jprovious  week.

Since  reporting  to  you.  on  Tuesday  of  last  wook,  consider  able  activity  has 
boon  talcing  place  on  the  South  San  Francisco  wholesale  livestock  narket.  Last 
v;eek's  total  salable  livestock  receipts  v/cro  a  good  deal  larger  than  those  of 
the  previous  v;eok.    Hogs  and  sheep  made  the  "biggest  gain  in  numbers.    By  the 
end  of  the  week  all  shops  had  a  more  liberal  boof  sui^ply  rouging  in  grades  of 
Utility  to  C-ood  cJid  Choice.    Lightweight  Utility  and  Comercial  grades  made  up 
the  bullc  of  a  no  do  rate  veal  supply,  but  demand  was  broad.    Lamb  was  plentiful 
in  grades  of  Utility  to  G-ood  to  Choice.    VJhilo  fresh  -pork  supplies  became  heavier 
each  day,  prices  pretty  well  kept  pace  and  more  than  doubled  on  almost  all  items. 

Lower  butter  prices  in  Eastern  markets  are  being  reflected  in  lower  prices 
here.    Yesterday  C-radc  A  (92  Score)  dropped  ^  cents  per  pound  on  the  v/holesciJ.e 
market  to  a  level  of  86|  cents.    But  this  morning  (Tuesday)  the  price  is  up 
to  87^«    Supplies  are  moderate  and  in  fairly  good  demand. 

■Sggs  are  in  r.odcrato  supply  with  no  change  in  prices  on  the  top  grades. 
Ordinary  equality  eggs  arc  in  less  demand.    As  a  result,  Large  G-rade  "3"  eggs 
are  3  cents  per  dozen  lower. 

¥hon  price  controls  en  meat  v/oro  removed,  it  v/as  anticipr^ted  that  there 
■would  bo  loss  der^and  for  poultry.    As  a  result ,  even  though  suxoplies  of  po-oltry 
are  relatively  light,  wholesale  prices  are  lower  on  young  chickens  and  turkeys. 
Both  live  raid  drossod  broilers  are  4  cents  per  xDound  lower.    Fryers  and  roasters 
are  down  3  to  4  cents  xoer  pound  on  live  weight  and  1  to  2  cents  on  dressed  weight. 
Young  turkey  hens  and  toms  are  both  5  cents  less  per  r)ouj.id  on  live  v;eight,  v^hilo 
dressed  young  hens  are  2  to  3  cents  lov;cr  and  young  toms  are  doiv-n  4  cents.
